REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE OF NEW-LONDON. 


1852-3. 


Your Committee submit the following Report on the character and 
condition of the District Schools of New-London. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The Summer Term of this School was for two weeks under the 
eare of Miss Gay, who then left, at the suggestion of the Committee. 
Miss Mary G. Todd had charge of the school the last ten weeks. 
Under her management there was a marked improvement, both in 
the government and in the instruction of the pupils. In her report 
she makes the following very just remarks: “I think if a child has 
the right influence at home, it will be no hard task to govern that 
child at school. If there is responsibility resting on the teacher, there 
is also upon the parent.” The length of the “School was 12 weeks. 
The average attendance was 20. 

The Winter Term opened under the direction of Mr. George Da- 
vis. At the expiration of two weeks he was dismissed, as unqualified 
to teach the School. Mr. Robert B. Nelson taught the School the 
_ last seven weeks. The average attendance was 24. The School was 
quiet and orderly, and the scholars gave evidence of haying made 
progress in their studies. 


DISTRICT NO, 2 


The Summer Term was under the care of Miss J. A. B. Page. 
The School appeared well. Its government and the mode of instruc- 
tion met the hearty approbation of the Committee. The length of 
the School was 12 weeks. The average attendance, 25. 

The Winter Term was under the charge of Mr. Fowler. This 
School was marked by excellent order, and by the decided interest 
taken by the scholars in their studies. The length of -? School was 
11 weeks. The average attendance, 35. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


The Summer Term was under the care of Miss Martha G. Bigelow. 
The decision and energy of the teacher secured a good school. The 
Committee were pleased with the oral teaching of physiology, the aim 
to make the scholars more studious, and to exert over them a religious 
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influence. There may have been at times, owing to a partial failure 
in her health, a want of patience ; but this did not change the gene- 
ral character of the,school. The ‘length was 11 weeks. The average 
attendance, 30. 

The Winter Term was under the charge of Mr. ©. H. Hill. We 
can most cheerfully commend three things in the general manage- 
ment of this School—good order, a thorough understanding of all 
that the scholars had been over, and the attention to the manners as 
well as the morals of the pupils. The length of the School was 12 
weeks. The average attendance was 50. 


DISTRICT NO. 4.

The Summer Term was under the care of Miss Amy A. Surtiint, 


The patience and perseverance of the teacher gave character to this 
school. The ease and stillness with which the whole machinery of 
the school-room.moved, deserved all praise. It was the only Summer 
School in which we did not see some whispering during the afternoons 
we spent in examining them. The length of the school, 8 weeks. 
The average attendance, 19. The Winter Term was under the charge 
of Mr. William Thompson. The Committee visited the School twice 
before its close, and saw nothing out of place, either in the order or 
mode of instruction. But at the middle of the eighth week a peti- 
tion, signed by a majority, of the legal voters in this district, for the 
dismission of the teacher, was sent to the Committee. After a hear- 
ing of several hours, the prayer of the petitioners was refused, as a 


had not been shown thot Mr. T. was“ unqualified to teach the School. pa 
Still, as the disaffection was great, the teacher was advised to leave » 


the School. The length of ee school was 74 weeks. The average 
attendance was 28. 
DISTRICT NO. 5. 

The Summer Term was under the care of Miss Emily R. Shepard. 
This was an excellent School. The enthusiasm and patience of the 
teacher secured not only good order, but the most decided progress 
in all the studies. We wish that all our Summer Schools could have 
as good teachers as Miss S. The length of the School was 10 weeks. 
The average attendance, 25. 

The Winter Term was under the charge of Mr. N. C. Todd. 
The scholars at the close of the School showed that they had, made 
decided progress in their studies. The first class in arithmetic and 
the younger classes in reading deserve special mention. If the.small 
pupils in this School could have been taught the art of obedience, it 
would have,been an improvement. The length of the School was a 
little more than 9 weeks. The average attendance was 30. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


The Summer Term was under the care of Miss Laura A. obaaaa 
This School deserved high commendations for the progress made in 
all the studies. This was owing to the faithfulness of the teacher. 
She seemed resolved that she would do her whole duty to her pupils. 
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The length of the School was 8 weeks. The average attendance, 18. 

The Winter Term was under the charge of Mr. Nahum Smith. 
The teacher in this School succeeded in making his scholars earnest 
and diligent in their studies. There was no ¢lass but what had 
made decided progress during the term. The length of the School 
was 12 weeks. The average attendance was 25. 


_ DISTRICT NO. 7. 


The Summer Term was under the care of Miss M. D. Whittier. 
This was a good School. The frequency of recitations secured in a 
measure the benefits of a longer School. The oe was 7 weeks. 
The average attendance was 16. 

The Winter Term was under the charge of Mr. Her man L. Sargent. 
The teacher aimed to do his duty, and in many respects kept a good 
School. But there was a lack of that life and enthusiasm which is 
essential to perfect success. No class should be permitted to go 
through the arithmetic in six weeks. The length of the School was 
8 weeks. The average attendance, 24. 


As some of the teachers have dmitted to make out a full report of 
the length of their Schools and the average attendance, the above - 
account may in one or two instances be inaccurate. 

Our Schools need more moral and religious TT eRiauiae In the 
language of our State Laws, “the great principles of virtue and’ 
piety” should be daily impressed on the minds of the young. Chris- 

tianity cannot with safety be divorced from our schools, and thus 
- banished from society. Children are educated not only by their 
teacher, but by their play-mates ; not merely in the school-room, but 
in the streets. One bad boy may lead others into the practice of 
profanity or lying. There is far more to be feared from such an ex- 
ample than to be hoped from the influence of one virtuous lad, How 
important then it is that our teachers should be righ in their morals 
and manners ! 

The great defect im-the instruction of our solidi is the want of 
thoroughness. This is owing in part to the prevailing idea that a 
ehild’s progress in its studies is to be measured by the amount ire 
over, and not by his understanding of the subject; in part, also, to 
the anxiety of scholars to go through their text books before the term 
closes ; but most of all, to the teachers themselyes. They are too 
often defective in a thorough mastery of the elements of knowledge. 
‘Without this thoroughness there can be no discipline of the mind. 
The scholar can never learn to think ina clear’and connected manner. 
His learning will always be superficial. | He may be able to repeat 
the rules of Arithmetic, but the reason of the rules he will not see. 
He may solve all the problems in the text book, but he cannot ex- 
plain them to another, Three months thorough instruction in the 
first half of the Arithmetic is far better than three | years ashi 
teaching on the whole.
